Declaring that "there is no Fiich 


thing as isolation from wars which 
envelop two-third of all the people 
in the world," Mr. Hoover asserted 
nonetheless "that the most vital real- 
ism in all our relations requires that 


•we keep out of these wars unless tho 


Western Hemispher is attacked." 


On the'domestic front, Mr. Hoover 


declared: "We have to fight." Citin" 
'warnings".which he said could bo 
found in "thc fate of democracy of 


|;turope," he said totalitarian Govern- 


ment arose there after the structure 
of liberty was weakened by "stary- 
eyed men who believed they could 
plan and force thc economic life of 
the people."

to 75 horsepower, carrying two and 
even three passengers, costing from 
$900 to $1,700, and operating for $1.75 
.tpj|2 ,'an, hour. 


The, light-plane,'1 turned' out from 


the factories. at the rate of several 
thousand a year, is threatening for the 
first time in the history of aviation to 
make flying a popular pasttime for 
the citizen of average means. 


But it will be practical only in those 


cities which furnish an airport. 


The automobile didn't really de- 


velop until it was given good roads— 
and an airport, compared to highways, 
costs nothing.

Assailed Republican Spending •. 


In 1932 


You must remember that back in 


1932 when the President was nominat- 
ed he put in the platform a plank de- 
nouncing the Republicans for spend- 
ing so much on national defense. At 
that time the Hoover administration 
had appropriated 
around $750,000,. 


That looked like a lot to the Roose- 


velt of 1932. He warned that if he 
was not elected the Republcians would 
soon have the taxpayers 
burden- 


ed with a billion-dollar-a-year army 
and navy. As soon as he was elect- 
ed, however, he began to increase 
military and naval expenditures

Panama Approach 


Is Mined by U.S; 


'Emergency RehearsaI 


Staged at Canal 


Zone Forts 


NEW YORK-W-The Daily .News, 


m a copyrighted article Tuesday nighl 
said that the United States had mined 
both entrances to the Panama Canal, 
had rushed heaviest railroad artillery 
to the Atlantic side of the zone and 
had placed the Zone's defense forces 
on virtually a war footing. 


The article, written by Lowell Lim- 


pus under a Panama dateline, said that 
with 30,000 men under arms, military 
authorities called the maneuvers an 
'emergency rehearsal." 


"But with intense activity still con- 


tinuing," the article said, "qualified 
observers believed the army was bet- 
ting ready for real trouble on short 
notice." 


"The mine-laying fleet moved out 


on both sides of the isthmus im- 
mediately after the big Italian liner, 
Lonte Biancamano, was shifted from 
a position from which its passengers 
and crews could have watched the 
proceedings," the article continued. 


"The army's new mine planter Niles 


accompanied by tugs 
and* smaller 


craft which have been transformed in- 
to temporary mine layers, went into 
action on the Pacific side before the 
Biancamano had entered the canal 
proper, while the mine layer Graham 
and accompanying craft finished most 
of the job on the Atlantic side before 
the liner made its appearance and 
anchored there.

Mussolini's forces hi their 14 days of 
var against France. It extends a short 
distance into France from the Swiss 
rentier to the Mediterranean, includ- 
ng Briancon in the north and Men- 
on, Mediterranean port. Briancon is 
bout five miles from the frontier, 


Menton about a mile. 


For tlie duration of hostilities be- 


tween Italy and Britain, and for the 
duration of the armistice, the French 
Somaliland coast in North Africa is 
to be demilitarized. ' 


Like the German-French armistice, 


the agreement stipulated 
that the 


French fleet be surrendered, and that 
hostilities cease in the colonies as well 
as Europe. The Italians joined the 
Germans in assurances that the French 
warships would not be used during 
the conflict with England. 


"On the conclusion of peace," it was 


added, "it (Italy) does not intend to 
lay claim to the French fleet."

The Trench Silo 


Now is the time to dig your trench 


silo. 


Later on in the summer, the weather 


Sets hot and the groud dry, making the 
ob difficult. 
The trench silo will help supply the 


proper feed supply, which is the big 
problem in profitable dairy product- 


n. 
Silage should be considered a sub- 


stitute for green pasture. It has about 
the same value in the ration as does 
pasture, but has no greater value un- 
less there is a,large quantity of grain 
in the material going into the silo. 


A small trench silo makes it pos- 


sible for the fanner with a small 
herd of cows to have green feed at 
all times. 


According to Paul Carruth of the 


University of Arkansas College of 
Agriculture, ta silo should be consid- 
ered as a place to store a surplus 
of feed to use when a droughty year 
comes, or when it is too dry or too 
cold to have a green pasture, or .when 
it is too wet to use the pasture'. 


A trench silo is cheap and can be 


constructed with the implements avail- 
able on the farm. A fresno and a»plow 
are the only tools essential in con- 
struction. The county agent has di- 
mensions .for trench silos for feeding 
herds ranging from three to 50 cows. 


Farmers of Hempstead county have 


been urged by the county agent, to 
adhere to 
specifications 
regarding 


green manure and cover crops in 
order to receive- payment for such 
crops as a soil-building practice un- 
der the 1940 AAA program. 


Specifications require that a good 


stand and growth of such crops must 
be obtained and left on the land or 
turned under. A good growth means a 
growth which, if harvested for hay, 
would make approximately two-thirds 
ton per acre of air-dry legumes and 
winter-growing non-legumes and ap- 
proximately one and one-half 
tons 


per acre of air-dry summer-growing 
non-legumes,

Two words, "adequately 
trained," 


will spell the difference between em- 
ployment for thousands of young men 
and women this year. This does not 
mean merely that they must be skilled 
in technical processes of occupation, 
but it does mean that they must pos- 
sess fundamental knowledge on which 
processes 'are built and that they 
must be able to adjust and adapt 
themselves ' to changing conditions. 


Today employers tend to scrutinize 


the general training and special fit- 
ness of the most likely applicants even 
bfore arranging employment 
inter- 


views. Other things being equal, those 
well trained through broad liberal 
studies and the basic thinking pro- 
cesses now have some advantage over 
more narrowly trained 
individuals 


whose early specialized preparation 
has sacrificed 
general 
educational 


background. 


With millions of men and women 


out of work employers are more ex- 
acting in demands than ever before. 
They are seeking workers who are 
capable of growing on the job. 


Nearly all employment offices re- 


port that requests for applicants are 
becoming increasingly definite. Prac- 
tically all help wanted orders spec- 
ify partciular educational preparat- 
ion and special qualifications need- 
ed. 
- 
' 


With occasional exceptions employ- 


ers are prone to seek individuals 
who are capable of keeping a jump 
ahead of changing requirements. 


Chances for employment promise to 


be, better this year than they have 
been since 1930 for qualified men and 
women, but the day of the narrow spe- 
cialist 'is passing in many ocupat- 
ions. 


Some of the occupations in which 


opportunities exist today and which 
promise even greater 
opportunities 


in the future can be divided into two 
classifications: those in which pros- 
pects are limited, and those which of- 
t'er a wealth of opportunity. 


On the limited class are aviation, 


radio, small fanning, mining, engineer- 
ing, 
acting metropolitan 
journalism, 


library management, fine arts, archi- 
tecture, law, medicine, music, social 
work, teaching, etc. 


Expanding posseibilities are to be 


found in metallurgy, accounting, bank- 
ing, 
farm management, retail sell- 


ing, 
skilled trades, commercial de- 


signing, business administration, sales- 
manship, industrial and scientific re- 
search, city management and plan- 
ning, dietetics, industrial chemistry, 
etc. 


Many employers call attention to 


promising opportunities in enterpris- 
es dealing with creative ideas and 
work in science, art, mechanics, lit- 
erature, 
electricity, 
merchandising, 


management finance and the like 
which capitalize on personal growth, 
courage and character. 


They are generally small or med- 


ium-sized concerns rather than any 
large companies. Some state there are 
greater opportunities for freedom, in- 
dependence, satisfaction and growth, 
for example, on a small town week- 
ly than on a metropolitan daily news- 
paper. 


Others point to small, growing ex- 


perimental laboratories or manufac- 
turing firms in preference to organ- 
izations of long standing.

WASHINGTON—While most military 


eyes aie focused on Europe, many 
naval stinteglsts are turning toward 
several tiny specks In the Pacific— 
potential lifelines of American com- 
merce.

They arp the Marquesas, the Tubual. 


Tuamotu, and the Society Islands in 
tho South Seas. That South Sea par- 
adise, Tahiti, is among them. 


Of course there are French pos- 


scssioins closer to our shores than'lhose 
Pacific, islands. But naval and con- 
gressional'studonts have indicated they 
do not feel the European possessions' in 
the Guianns and the Caribbean area 
should tempt Herr Hitler to open oc- 
cupation immediately.

WASHINGTON —In announcements

What is in .the minds of the 
framers of the defense resolution is 'a 
new definition of the western hemis- 
phere, written by American republics, 
and definitely including within its 
boundaries the French Islands in the 
Southern Pacific.
